Judge sets 
trial date 
for Okie 
Pinokie 
defendant 


Joshua Kean is charged 
in connection with 

the 2018 beating 
death of Drake Smith

A La Fontaine man charged 
in connection with the 2018 
beating death of a Summit- 
ville man in Miami County 
is scheduled to go to trial in 
May. 

Joshua Kean, 27, is facing 
charges of murder, felony 
murder, robbery resulting 
in serious bodily injury, ob- 
struction, theft, and assisting 
a criminal connected to the 
death of Drake Smith. 

Kean appeared before Mi- 
ami County Circuit Court 
Judge Tim Spahr on Thurs- 
day for a hearing with his at- 
torneys and prosecutors, court 
records show. Spahr sched- 
uled the trial to begin May 20. 

Kean is the last of the three 
defendants charged in con- 
nection with Smith’s death. 

A Miami County jury, earli- 
er this month, convicted Brit- 
tany Michelle Renae Morris 
of aiding, inducing or causing 
Smith’s murder. 

That verdict made Morris 
the second person to be con- 
victed for their part in the 
death of the 22-year-old Sum- 
mitvile man whose body was 
found by mushroom hunters 
on May 19, 2018 on the Okie

“Your holds and current

The pair met as fresh- 
men at Augsburg College in 
Minneapolis and became life- 
long friends. The book’s tran- 
sition to the stage came when 
Troupe America and its exec- 
utive producer Curt Wollan 
contacted the writers about 
turning “Growing Up Luther- 
an” into a musical. Wollen 
then sought out husband and 
wife duo the creative writ- 
ing team of Jim Stowell and 
Jessica Zuehlke “to bring the 
book’s inherent humor to life 
on the stage.” 

“The musical brings to life 
memorable characters and 
universal messages that reach 
beyond the Lutheran Church,” 
said DeVinney. 

Drake said because of the 
abundance of Norweigan 
Lutherans in Minnesota they 
knew they would have a good 
shot of connecting with audi- 
ences.

a success and, boy, 20 years 
later we’re still doing it. So, it 
worked out very, very well,” 
said Drake. 

Drake said the show is “a 
really nostalgic piece” as 
the story itself takes place in 
1964. 

“Through time all of these 
small little churches have 
gone by the wayside. Lots of 
them are no longer there be- 
cause the surrounding com- 
munities are no longer there in 
those small towns. But people 
remember these ladies so very, 
very much because everybody 
in their history in Minnesota, 
the people who lived there and 
everybody have either an aunt 
or their mom or their grand- 
mother or great-grandmother, 
they worked at these church- 
es and they remember with 
great fondness the ladies who 
did the funeral meals,” said 
Drake. “Because back then 
when there was a funeral the 
church basement ladies made 
all the food, and if there’s a 
wedding the church basement 


ladies would decorate the 
church. Everybody remem- 
bers them with fondness.” 

Drake said when audiences 
come to see this show it’s just 
like going back “to a simpler 
time.” 

“That’s what the draw is. 
We get busloads of people. 
We’ve had to keep doing them 
because every time we stop 
these people call us and say, 
‘Is there going to be a new 
one coming up soon?’” said 
Drake. “Some of the things 
we drew from for the scripts 
were people who told us sto- 
ries about uncles or aunt or 
some cousin who is working 
in the church. And we have a 
whole slew of characters we 
have in these shows besides 
the ladies. Sometimes we are 
pressed into service, I have in 
playing three or four different 
characters in the show. And 
other people, too. So, it’s been 
really, really fun.”

S ome Republican senators 
argue that Supreme Court 
nominee Ketanji Brown 
Jackson’s experience as a 
public defender shows that 
she is “soft on crime.” Those 
ridiculous assertions, certain 
to be repeated at her confir- 
mation hearings this week, 
are tantamount to arguing that 
defending a person accused 
(rightly or wrongly) of a 
crime is essentially the same 
as advocating for the crime 
itself. 

In defending their clients, 
public defenders defend the 
Constitution. Their job is to 
hold the zealous and often 
overbearing arm of the gov- 
ernment in check, preventing 
prosecutors from cutting 
corners or railroading people 
accused of crimes. They give 
teeth to the promise of a fair 
trial and equal justice under 
the law, regardless of ability 
to pay. 

That guarantee is as old 
as the Bill of Rights, but its 
acknowledgment is shocking- 
ly new. Before Los Angeles 
County created the nation’s 
first public defender’s office 
in 1913, a person accused of 
a crime and unable to afford 
a lawyer would most prob- 
ably go into an American 
courtroom with no advocate, 
no assistance and no knowl- 
edge or ability to object to 
unconstitutional prosecuto- 
rial tactics. The only thing 
protecting the defendant 
from coerced confessions, 
biased jurors, lying witnesses, 
sketchy evidence, prejudicial 
arguments and an angry and 
fearful public would be the 
judge, who was very likely a 
former prosecutor. 

In especially serious cases, 
the judge might appoint de- 
fense counsel, who were often 
unenthusiastic members of 
the local bar. In the notorious 
Scottsboro Boys case in the 
1930s, in which nine young 
Black men were accused of 
raping two white women, the 
judge appointed as defense 


attorneys a lawyer who hadn’t 
practiced criminal law in 
years and a real estate agent. 

That inadequate represen- 
tation made a mockery of the 
constitutional right to a fair 
trial before an impartial jury 
with effective assistance of 
counsel. 

The U.S. Supreme Court 
finally recognized that when 
it ordered a new trial for the 
Scottsboro defendants in 
Powell vs. Alabama. But it 
took another three decades 
before its holding in Gideon 
vs. Wainwright that the 6th 
and 14th Amendments, if 
they are to have any meaning 
at all, require appointment 
of a competent and vigorous 
advocate for any criminal de- 
fendants facing jail or prison 
who can’t afford to hire their 
own counsel. Soon afterward, 
nearly every jurisdiction in 
the United States that hadn’t 
yet done so followed L.A. 
County’s example in creating 
a public defender’s office. 

Public defenders are often 
provided, although not guar- 
anteed, in criminal appeals, 
where they can pinpoint 
constitutional breaches and 
other failures of justice at the 
trial level. 

That’s the noble profession 
Jackson chose in 2005, after 
serving in a series of pres- 
tigious positions, first as a 
clerk for a trial judge and an 
appellate judge, then at a top- 
flight Washington, D.C., law 
firm, later as the clerk to U.S. 
Supreme Court Justice Ste- 
phen G. Breyer, and afterward 
as assistant special counsel to 
the U.S. Sentencing Commis- 
sion. 

She is being criticized for 
having defended detainees 
held at Guantanamo Bay, as 
if defending people accused 
of terrorist acts is the equiv- 
alent of defending the acts. 
That’s absurd. First-rate 
public defenders are essential 
precisely because their clients 
are unpopular. Constitution- 
al guarantees of justice are 


meaningless if they apply 
only to people supported by 
the public. 

Trial and appellate benches 
are loaded with former pros- 
ecutors but have very few de- 
fense lawyers and even fewer 
public defenders. Governors 
like to burnish their “tough on 
crime” images and are skittish 
about appointing defense 
lawyers. In California and 
other states in which judges 
can be elected, voters, too, 
have traditionally shown more 
enthusiasm for prosecutors. 

Few defense lawyers on 
the trial bench means few 
elevated to appellate court 
judgeships, which in turn 
means that an entire perspec- 
tive of vigorous constitutional 
defense and wariness about 
government overreach is 
missing at the highest levels 
of the judiciary. Jackson, 
upon her confirmation, will 
be the first former defense 
lawyer on the Supreme Court 
since Thurgood Marshall left 
in 1991, and the first former 
public defender — ever. 

By all measures, Jackson 
is exceptionally qualified 
for the high court. She 
served her tenure as a public 
defender before the District 
of Columbia Circuit Court of 
Appeals. Later, she returned 
to the private sector before 
being appointed to the same 
U.S. Sentencing Commission 
that she formerly advised. 
She served eight years as 
a trial judge on the D.C. 
District Court, then as an 
appellate judge on the D.C. 
Circuit Court. 

The current Supreme 
Court, perhaps surprising- 
ly, has precious little trial 
court bench experience. That 
troubling lack of perspective 
is something Republicans 
should be eager to remedy by 
setting aside their specious 
and partisan “soft on crime” 
rhetoric and voting to confirm 
Jackson.

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Help Second Harvest 
Fill-A Bowl: A lesson 
from vegetable soup 


grew up in North Carolina in a town where a lot 

of people worked in some kind of factory. It was 
the same town that my mother grew up in with her 
parents. After I was born my grandmother came 
to live with us. She often told me stories about 
the years when my mother and her 
brothers were young and times 
were financially tough. She and my 
grandfather had no money put back 
for emergencies and in those days, 
there were no social safety nets like 
SNAP or government funding like 
unemployment wages. There were 
also very few “charities” serving the 
population with resources for basic 
needs. 

My grandmother was a very good 
cook. A favorite meal that she often prepared for 
us came with an amazing and heartwarming story. 
During some very difficult economic times, it 
seems that my grandparents wanted to find a way 
to help their friends and neighbors. Even though 
struggling themselves, my grandmother hatched 
a plan that involved vegetable soup. She came up 
with a basic recipe that used cheap ingredients 
that were easy to come by. She found a huge pot 
and most days right after breakfast she began 
preparing the soup base with seasonings and 
started it simmering on her stove. What she knew 
is that almost any vegetable or protein would taste 
good in that soup. She would check her pantry, 
refrigerator or garden for an ingredient or two 
and depend on the heartiness of the vegetable or 
protein she would add it to the pot at the appro- 
priate time in the day for the soup to be ready for 
sharing or eating late in the afternoon. According 
to my mother, that summer when she was home 
from elementary school, she would open the door 
for various friends, neighbors or acquaintances 
early in the day delivering some ingredient that 
could be contributed to the soup. Some were used 
immediately, others were saved for another day but 
almost always those same people showed back up 
at the back door by the kitchen with the container 
in hand between 4 and 5 p.m. Some days some 
had not been there earlier, but my grandmother 
welcomed them in and often told them to take 
extra. They ladled the delicious and ever unique 
soup into their containers and hurried home to feed 
their families. 

Times are different now, how people live, share 
and interact are always changing. However, our 
neighbors still have financial difficulties and 
food insecurity is prevalent. In Indiana, 1 in 8 
adults faces hunger and 1 in 7 children are food 
insecure. In March Second Harvest Food Bank 
has a donation matching campaign that doubles 
your financial gifts. You have the opportunity to 
contribute the same way my grandmother’s friends 
and neighbors did to help virtually fill a bowl. Be- 
cause of the buying power of our Feeding America 
network, your dollar goes so much farther with us 
than it does at the grocery store.

Linguine With 
Asparagus, Morels 


and Peas 
Active time: 30 minutes 
Total time: 30 minutes 
Yield: Serves 4 


8 ounces asparagus, tough 
ends trimmed, stalks cut in 
1-inch pieces 

1/2 cup shelled fresh peas 
(see note) 

12 ounces linguine 

1 tablespoon unsalted butter 

1 tablespoon extra-virgin 
olive oil 

1/3 pound fresh morel mush- 
rooms, cleaned, halved 
lengthwise (or 1 ounce 
dried morels, reconstituted 
in hot water) 

Kosher salt 

1 garlic clove, minced 

3/4 cup heavy cream 

1/2 cup chicken stock 


1/4 cup packed finely grated 
Parmesan cheese, plus 
more for sprinkling 

Freshly ground black pepper 
Bring a large pot of 

heavily salted water to a 

boil. Add the asparagus 

and shelled fresh peas and 

blanch until the vegetables 

are bright green in color and 
crisp-tender, 1 to 2 minutes. 

Remove the vegetables with 

a slotted spoon or spider 

strainer and refresh under 

cold water to stop the cook- 
ing process. Set aside. 

Bring the water back to a 
boil. Add the linguine and 
cook for 1 minute less than 
package instructions for al 
dente. Set aside 1/2 cup of 
the cooking liquid and drain 
the pasta. 

While the pasta is cook- 
ing, melt the butter with 

the oil in a large skillet 

over medium heat. Add the 

morels and season with 

a generous pinch of salt. 

Saute until the morels are 

tender, 2 to 3 minutes, then 


add the garlic and saute 
until fragrant, about 30 
seconds more. Pour in the 
cream and stock. Simmer 
until slightly thickened, 5 to 
6 minutes, stirring constant- 
ly. Stir in half of the cheese 
until melted and the sauce 
thickens, about 2 minutes 
more. 

Add the asparagus, peas 
and drained pasta to the 
skillet and warm over me- 
dium-low heat for about 1 
minute, stirring and tossing 
constantly to combine. If 
the pasta is too dry, add 
a little reserved cooking 
liquid. Divide the pasta be- 
tween serving bowls. Grind 
black pepper over the bowls 
and serve with the remain- 
ing cheese for sprinkling. 

Note: Defrosted frozen 
peas may be substituted 
for the fresh peas. If using 
defrosted frozen peas, do 
not blanch with the aspar- 
agus. Simply add the peas 
to the cream sauce with the 
asparagus and pasta. 


In 1st full year of pandemic, 
biggest metros lost residents

After returning to metro San 
Francisco following a college 
football career, Anthony Gi- 
usti felt like his hometown 
was passing him by. The high 
cost of living, driven by a 
constantly transforming tech 
industry, ensured that even 
with two jobs he would never 
save enough money to buy a 
house. 

So he started looking else- 
where, settling on Houston 
just last year. 

“In Houston, I can be a 
blue-collar entrepreneur. 
With the Houston housing 
market, it made sense to come 
here,” said Giusti, who started 
a house-painting business. 

Giusti was one of tens of 
thousands of residents who 
vacated some of the nation’s 
biggest, most densely-popu- 
lated and costly metropolitan 
areas in favor of Sunbelt des- 
tinations during the first full 
year of the pandemic, from 
mid-2020 to mid-2021, ac- 
cording to new data released 
Thursday by the U.S. Census 
Bureau. 

The pandemic intensified 
population trends of migra- 
tion to the South and West, as 
well as a slowdown in growth 
in the biggest cities in the 


The exodus from the biggest 
U.S. metropolitan areas was 
led by New York, which lost

almost 328,000 residents. It 
was driven by people leaving 
for elsewhere, even though 
the metro area gained new 
residents from abroad and 
births outpaced deaths. 

Metropolitan Los Angeles 
lost almost 176,000 residents, 
the San Francisco area saw 
a loss of more than 116,000 
residents and greater Chicago 
lost more than 91,000 peo- 
ple from 2020 to 2021. The 
San Jose, Boston, Miami and 
Washington areas also lost 
tens of thousands of residents 
primarily from people mov- 
ing away. 

On the flip side, the Dal- 
las area grew by more than 
97,000 residents, Phoenix 
jumped by more 78,000 
people and greater Houston 
added 69,000 residents, in- 


cluding Giusti. In the Phoe- 
nix metropolitan area, growth 
was driven by moves from 
elsewhere in the U.S., while 
it was propelled by a combi- 
nation of migration and births 
outpacing deaths in Dallas 
and Houston. 

“Texas has a thing about it, 
a romantic thing, with cow- 
boys, and there’s the idea here 
of the Lone Star State,” said 
Giusti in describing the lure 
of Texas. 

The U.S. Census Bureau’s 
Vintage 2021 estimates also 
showed micro areas — de- 
fined as having a core city 
of less than 50,000 residents 
— gaining population from 
mid-2020 to mid-2021, after 
years of slow growth or de- 
clining population. The small 
population gains were driven 


by people moving there, as 
deaths continued to outpace 
births in many of these com- 
munities. Growth in micro 
areas was led by Kalispell, 
Montana; Jefferson, Georgia; 
and Bozeman, Montana. 

Demographer William Frey 
said he believes the growth 
of micro areas and decreas- 
es in the biggest metros will 
be temporary, taking place at 
the height of people moving 
during the pandemic when 
work-from-home arrange- 
ments freed up workers from 
having to go to their offices. 

“There is clearly a disper- 
sion, but I think it’s a blip,” 
said Frey, senior fellow at 
the Brookings Institution’s 
metropolitan policy program, 
Brookings Metro. “We’re at 
one of the lowest levels of 
immigration in a long, long 
time, and that affects big 
metros like New York, Los 
Angeles and Chicago. That is 
going to come back. With the 
natural decrease, we will go 
back to normal.” 

Between mid-2020 and 
mid-2021, there was a stark 
increase in deaths outpacing 
births across the country. Al- 
most three-quarters of U.S. 
counties experienced a natu- 
ral decrease from deaths ex- 
ceeding births, up from 55.5 
percent in 2020 and 45.5 per- 
cent in 2019. The trend was 
fueled by the COVID-19 pan- 
demic, as well as fewer births 
and an aging population.

shouldn’t be added 
to 401(k) plans 


r | the Labor Department 
essentially just warned 


the managers of workplace 
retirement plans: Don’t you 
dare think about adding 
cryptocurrency — it’s too 
risky. 

The department’s direc- 
tive follows President Joe 
Biden’s executive order 
this month 
calling for a 
review of the 
government’s 
regulatory 
approach 
to crypto- 
currencies. 
Biden’s order 
talks about 
the volatility 
of cryptocur- 
rency, but it also signals an 
acceptance of the viability of 
digital currencies and a lot of 
concern that it could lead re- 
tirement plans to premature- 
ly embrace the investment as 
an option for employees. 

Globally, financial 
authorities are exploring 
the introduction of central 
bank digital currencies. The 
possibility of a cashless 
society makes investing in 
cryptocurrency seem like 
a no-brainer. If you’re late 
to this trend, you could be 
missing out on great gains, 
according to cryptocurrency 
proponents. But then these 
are people whose fortunes 
often depend on you buying 
into this speculative invest- 
ment option. 

With millions of people 
investing through their 
workplace plans, this is 
a key moment for digital 
assets. Here’s what you need 
to know.

Why is this an issue 
now for the Biden 
administration? 


The administration is 
concerned about promot- 
ers’ recent efforts to pitch 
cryptocurrency options to 
401(k) plans. The directive 
is intended to get out in front 
of the issue before it became 
a serious problem, risking 
the safety of people’s retire- 
ment money. 

“Cryptocurrency has 
gained mainstream popular- 
ity and notoriety, but there 
is still great uncertainty 
about how the market will 
develop, and we thought it 
was important to highlight 
our concerns,” Ali Khawar, 
the acting assistant secretary 
leading the Labor Depart- 
ment’s Employee Benefits 
Security Administration, 
said in response to my 
questions about the interest 
in cryptocurrency for retire- 
ment plans. 

Khawar said fiduciaries 
—those making decisions on 
behalf of individual retire- 
ment investors — should be 
particularly concerned about 
taking steps to encourage 
investment in cryptocurren- 
cies. It’s just too soon. 

In a blog post about the 
Labor Department’s release, 
Khawar wrote: “The assets 
held in retirement plans, 
such as 401(k) plans, are 
essential to financial security 
in old age — covering living 
expenses, medical bills and 
so much more — and must be 
carefully protected.” 


What's different 
about the risk of 
cryptocurrency vs. other 
investment options? 


This asset class is extreme- 
ly volatile. 

“Extreme volatility can 
have a devastating impact on 
participants, especially those 
approaching retirement and 
those with substantial alloca- 
tions to cryptocurrency,” the 
Labor Department said in its 
release. 

The administration also 
pointed to the challenge 
of educating people about 
cryptocurrency. 

“Cryptocurrencies are 
very different from typical 
retirement plan investments, 
and it can be extraordinarily 
difficult, even for expert 
investors, to evaluate these 
assets and separate the facts 
from the hype,” the Labor 


Department said. 

There are record-keeping 
issues. Cryptocurrencies are 
not held like traditional plan 
assets in custodial accounts 
but exist as lines of comput- 
er code in a digital wallet. 


How much interest is 
there in cryptocurrency 
for retirement plans? 


Fidelity Investments, one 
of the largest managers of 
workplace plans, said it does 
not have any clients offer- 
ing direct investments in 
cryptocurrencies. But some 
are wondering whether they 
should, because retirement 
investors increasingly view 
digital assets, and bitcoin 
in particular, as a legitimate 
asset class for long-term 
investing. 

“We have seen a relatively 
small, but growing, inter- 
est from plan sponsors in 
providing their employees 
access to digital assets in 
defined contribution plans,” 
said Dave Gray, head of 
workplace products and 
platforms at Fidelity. 

Why wouldn’t workers 
believe bitcoin is their ticket 
to a fabulously wealthy life? 

The promoters are very 
persuasive. 

Actor Matt Damon, in a 
commercial for a cryptocur- 
rency company, says, ““For- 
tune favors the brave.” In 
other words, you’re a dope 
not to put your hard-earned 
money in this new thing that 
is sure to make you rich. 

They neglect to talk about 
the risks to the average 
investor. 


Can plans offer 
cryptocurrencies? 


Technically, there’s no ban 
on cryptocurrencies, but the 
Labor Department cau- 
tioned that companies need 
to “exercise extreme care 
before they consider adding 
a cryptocurrency option to 
a 401(k) plan’s investment 
menu for plan participants.” 


Do digital assets 
have a place ina 
retirement plan? 


Under the Employee 
Retirement Income Security 
Act, companies have an 
obligation to ensure they 
are being cautious in the 
investment options they offer 
workers. 

Even if employees are 
asking for a crypto option, 
it may not be in their best 
interest, said Alan Levine, 
co-chair of the executive 
compensation and employ- 
ee benefits department at 
New York-based Morrison 
Cohen. 

“This is retirement money,” 
Levine said in an interview. 
“People have to live on this. 
And while there may be get- 
rich-quick or sexy aspects 
to bitcoin, it is unlikely to 
be prudent to put it in at this 
moment in time. Maybe in 
the future that will be dif- 
ferent, maybe when there’s 
more regulation about it 
from the SEC. Fiduciaries 
who manage 401(k) plans 
and other retirement plans 
potentially have personal 
liability.” 

Levine said more guard- 
rails need to be in place 
before companies offer 
cryptocurrencies. 

People can invest and get 
rich or not get rich, but for 
now it should be outside of 
their 401(k) plan, he said. 

The Labor Department’s 
release may seem counter to 
Biden’s order for “highest 
urgency” on research and de- 
velopment of a digital dollar, 
but it was a much-needed 
cautionary lecture about this 
highly speculative invest- 
ment option in retirement 
plans. 

The future, more often than 
not, favors the sensible. 

I favor what HBO “Last 
Week Tonight” host John 
Oliver said about cryptocur- 
rency: It’s “everything you 
don’t understand about mon- 
ey combined with everything 
you don’t understand about 
computers.”

Musical beginnings 

Hutton was born in Ireland 
and moved to Boston when 
he 5 years old, where the 
family lived for the next sev- 
en years. 

Hutton said in his fami- 
ly, music was everywhere 
growing up. 

“Everybody in my fam- 
ily played. All my uncles 
and aunts we’d all go to 
somebody’s house and ev- 
erybody during the evening 
they would get up and recite 
a poem, dance or sing. And 
I just was around it all the 
time. I was a shy kid,” said 
Hutton. “I would hide under 
the kitchen table and watch 


everybody.” 
Hutton said his world 
was completely changed 


when he saw the 1955 film, 
“Blackboard Jungle,’ which 
featured the song “Rock 
Around the Clock” by Bill 
Haley and his Comets. 
“That was the first time 
most kids heard rock ‘n’ roll 
on big speakers in a theater,” 
said Hutton. “Especially in 
Europe they rioted and de- 
stroyed movie theaters when 
that song played. Everybody 
went crazy with that song. 
That was really the start.” 


Working at Disney 
and Hanna-Barbera 


Once he made the move 
out west, Hutton said his 
music career began “right at 
the bottom.” 

“I was working at Walt 
Disney loading and unload- 
ing Buena Vista Records out 
of trucks in the warehouse,” 
said Hutton. 

Hutton said at this time, 
Hanna-Barbera was looking 
to start a rock ‘n’ roll divi- 
sion. 
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not aware of his intentions the 
night Smith was killed and 
that they took little to no part 
in his attack. 

But Miami County Prosecu- 
tor Jeff Sinkovics, in his clos- 
ing argument the next day, 
walked jurors back through 
the evidence they had heard 
throughout the week, includ- 
ing social media messaging

Hutton said when he went 
to the audition, he was hand- 
ed the words for a song 
called “Hippity-Hoppity 
Kangaroo.” 

“They said, ‘Go in the oth- 
er room and write a melody 
to it’ So I went in and 20 
minutes later came out and 
played it for them. And they 
said I was hired,” said Hut- 
ton. 

Hutton became the head 
of the artists and repertoire 
(A&R) department for find- 
ing talent. He then started 
going to the studio and mak- 
ing records. 

“I was not an entertainer at 
all. I was a studio cat. I would 
write the song,” said Hutton. 
“They would hire the group. 
One of those teen TV shows 
on Friday. They would lip- 
sync to my records.” 

One of those songs was 
“Roses and Rainbows,’ 
which became a surprise hit. 

“They put a silly song on 
the backside so they could 
get the publishing. Some 
kind of Halloween kind of 
crap. It was not good for my 
career,” said Hutton, laugh- 
ing. “But my song was a top 
20 hit in LA and they drew 
me into a cartoon.” 

That novelty hit turned out 
to be the beginning of Hut- 
ton’s career as a performer. 
Hutton performed the song 
on a three-week tour and 
Dick Clark’s “Caravan of 
Stars.” 

“I was learning how to do it 
and I just loved the studio,” 
said Hutton. 


Working with 
Brian Wilson 
Soon after this experience, 


Hutton joined with fellow 
vocalists Chuck Negron and 
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Okie Pinokie site. 

Evidence presented at trial 
showed that that exchange 
happened while Morris, un- 
beknownst to Smith, was 
sitting in a car at the same 
Marion Walmart parking lot 
where Smith was waiting to 
meet her. The original plan, 
that had apparently brought 
Smith to the Walmart, was 
that she would be dropped off 
at Walmart and she and Smith 
would go to get a hotel room.

Hutton. “I was the best man 
at his last wedding. He’s 
probably one of my best 
friends. They throw around 
the word ‘genius,’ but he re- 
ally is. He’s got a gift. He’s 
just amazing and he’s just a 
sweet person.” 

Hutton said they were pres- 
ent for the recording of the 
group’s landmark 1966 al- 
bum “Pet Sounds.” 

“I was there when he did 
‘God Only Knows,” said 
Hutton. “Whats amazing 
about that is that I’m in the 
studio and I don’t know the 
song, I just hear the musical 
track and said, ‘My God, 
that’s good.’ And at the end 
of the track all of the sudden, 
the drummer starts drum- 
ming. I said, ‘That’s nuts. 
Why would he do that at the 
end?’ He would do all these 
incredible harmony parts.” 


The band find success 


When Three Dog Night’s 
self-titled debut album was 
released in 1968, the first 
two singles, “Nobody” and 
“Try a Little Tenderness,” 
were moderate hits, but it 
was the third single, “One,” 
that catapulted to interna- 
tional success.e 

Hutton said their live per- 
formances, including their 
spot as the house band at 
the famous Los Angeles 
club Whiskey a Go Go, had 
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Over more than 40 minutes of 
messaging, Morris, Sinkovics 
reminded the jury, told Smith 
that she was on her way to 
meet him (while actually sit- 
ting in the parking lot) and 
said she preferred to visit 
Okie Pinokie rather than the 
hotel room. 

That, coupled with testimo- 
ny from other witnesses who 
had been with Kean, Cain 
and Morris in the day leading 
up to Smith’s death, as well 


a great deal to do with their 
success. 

“I think what really helped 
us was that we are a live 
act. No rookies. We get on 
stage and we’ll kind of kick 
ass. There’s no gimmicks in 
the studio making us sound. 
We’re the real deal,’ said 
Hutton. “We’re good live. 
It’s so funny. People see us 
as like a pop band. If you lis- 
ten to the albums a lot of it is 
pretty heavy rock stuff.” 


Breakup 

By the mid-’70s the band 
was teetering on the edge. 
They had filed a multi-mil- 
lion-dollar lawsuit against 
a former booking agent. 
Meanwhile, several mem- 
bers of the band, including 
Hutton had developed se- 
rious drug habits. So much 
so that Hutton was fired in 
1975. 

“You’ve heard of the sev- 
en-year itch in marriages? 
TV series? They’re all about 
seven years. For all sorts 
of reasons,’ said Hutton. 
“When you start there’s a 
pecking order. And then the 
pecking order changes. The 
wives and girlfriends and 
friends and acquaintances 
start talking in everybody’s 
ears about, ‘You should be 
more and good and how 
come you don’t have more 
writing on there?’ It all 
just starts to build. There’s 
no bad guy. Most groups 
whether they admit or not 
after a certain point after 
they’ve toured for a while, 
sometimes people talk about 
breaking up and fights. 
That’s all. Just rock ‘n’ roll 
burnout.” 

Hutton said the grind of 
touring and recording and 
everything else that went 
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as evidence that Morris had 
items stolen from Smith’s 
truck or bought with money 
stolen from his truck, was 
proof enough that she was 
the key planner of the robbery 
that led to his death, Sinkov- 
ics told the jury. 

Kean is due in court one 
more time before his trial, for 
a hearing on April 14.

along with it had become too 
much. 

“If you look at a calendar 
in a rock band it says you’re 
off for a month or three 
weeks. You’re not off. You 
get home and you go to a 
business meeting and a pho- 
toshoot and interviews. It’s 
very wearing,” said Hutton. 
“It’s little things on the road. 
Just silly, silly things.” 

After the original incarna- 
tion of the band dissolved in 
1976, Hutton said he cleaned 
himself up and started man- 
aging other bands. 

“I was well off enough I 
didn’t really have to do any- 
thing at the time.
